Dear  Alumni  and  Friends, 

This  year  will  prove  to  be  important  in  the  history  of  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry.  We  should  reach  our  goal  of  over  two  million  dollars  in  the  Second  Century 
Campaign,  the  largest  capital  campaign  in  the  history  of  the  College;  and  we  will  choose 
the  next  president  of  the  College  who  will  most  likely  guide  us  into  our  second  century  in 
the  year  1994.

This  is  as  true  in  higher  education  as  it  is  in  all  other 
arenas.  Leadership  is  the  key  for  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  in  reaching  and 
maintaining  a  position  of  excellence.  This  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  select  a  new 
president  who  will  be  expected  to  provide  that  leadership  which  is  essential  for  our  future 
progress.  The  Search  Committee,  which  is  chaired  by  Dr.  Lester  Brackley,  has  begun  the 
process  of  soliciting  nominations  for  president.  I  urge  you  to  forward  to  him  your 
nominations  or  ideas  about  those  qualities  that  you  believe  should  be  evident  in  a 
candidate  for  the  position  of  president.  Be  assured  that  the  input  of  alumni  will  be  a 
valued  part  of  the  selection  process. 

We  are  confronted  with  opportunities  to  improve  and  strengthen  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry.  As  always,  your  continued  support  and  wisdom  are  key  to  taking 
full  advantage  of  these  times.

tighty-eight  NEWENCO  graduates 
received  their  Doctor  of  Oprometry 
degrees  at  the  95th  Commencement 
on  Sunday,  May  28,  1989,  at  John 
Hancock  Hall,  Boston. 

Over  1200  faculty,  alumni,  trustees, 
family  and  friends  attended  the 
traditional  hooding  and  conferring  of 
degrees.  For  the  fourth  and  final  year, 
Sylvio  L.  Dupuis,  O.D.,  presided  over 
the  ceremony. 

The  honorary  degree  Doctor  of 
Humane  Letters  was  presented  to 
State  Representative  John  C.  McNeil 
(D-Malden)  and  the  honorary  degree 
Doctor  of  Ocular  Science  was 
presented  to  Melvin  D.  Wolfberg, 
O.D. 

According  to  Dr.  Dupuis,  Rep. 
McNeil,  who  chairs  the  House  of 
Representatives  Committee  on  Health 
Care,  "has  strongly  supported  the 
goals  of  our  profession  of  optometry 
as  it  has  sought  to  serve  the  public 


interest.  He  has  been  a  sponsor  and  a 
strong  supporter  of  key  legislation  to 
allow  the  profession  of  optometry  in 
Massachusetts  to  practice  to  the  scope 
of  its  professional  education." 

Dr.  Wolfberg,  president  of  the 
Pennsylvania  College  of  Optometry 
since  1979,  has  dedicated  his  life  to 
the  profession  of  optometry.  He  has 
served  as  the  highest  ranking 
consultant  in  optometry  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare;  served  as 
president  of  the  American  Optometric 
Association;  served  as  president  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Optometric  Association; 
served  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  College 
of  Optometry;  and  served  as  president 
of  the  Academy  of  Optometry.

An  Interview  with 
Hyman  R.  Kamens,  O.D. 


■    ollowing  is  an  interview  with  Dr. 
Hyman  R.  Kamens,  dean  of  student 
affairs  for  the  past  14  years.  Dr. 
Kamens'  affiliation  with  NEWENCO 
spans  four  decades.  He  earned  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Indiana 
University  and  a  Doctor  of  Optometry 
degree  from  Massachusetts  College  of 
Optometry,  Magna  Cum  Laude,  in 
1947. 

During  the  past  41  years,  he  has 
served  as  director  of  the  Massachusetts 
College  of  Optometry  Clinic,  dean  of 
the  College,  dean  of  administration, 
professor  of  optometry,  and  director 
of  admissions  as  well  as  in  many  other 
important  academic  and 
administrative  roles. 

In  April  1975,  he  was  granted  the 
Doctor  of  Ocular  Science  honorary 
degree  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  then  Massachusetts  College  of 
Optometry. 

*  *  * 

In  1945,  why  did  you  decide  to  enroll 
at  the  Massachusetts  School  of 
Optometry? 

Originally,  I  was  enrolled  at 
Middlesex  Medical  School.  The  School 
closed  after  my  first  year  of  study.  I 
hadn't  heard  of  optometry  until  an 
optometrist  in  my  hometown  of 
Chelsea  spoke  to  me  and  said  it  was  a 
wonderful  profession  and  that  it  was  a 
one  year  program.  It  was  a  four  year 
program,  but  I  came  to  the  school 
with  advanced  standing. 

When  students  enroll  in  1990,  what 
are  some  of  the  distinct  changes  in 
optometric  study  between  1940's  and 
now? 

The  main  difference  between  studying 
optometry  in  1940  and  1990  is  the 
use  of  therapeutic  drugs  for  diagnostic

purposes.  The  trend  is  that  we're 
going  into  much  more  pathological 
analysis  of  ocular  diseases  than  we  did 
before.  Also  the  use  of  an  instrument 
called  a  binocular  indirect 
ophthalmoscope,  where  you're  able  to 
see  the  entire  background  of  the  eye, 
whereas  in  the  old  days  you  couldn't 
see  it  because  optometrists  weren't 
allowed  to  dilate  the  eye. 

Students  are  better  trained  in 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease, 
other  than  that  I  don't  think  there's 
much  of  a  change.  There's  better 
instrumentation  out  today,  perhaps, 
but  students  of  40  years  ago  were  well 
trained  in  every  aspect  of  optometry 
except,  as  I  said,  detecting  disease 
because  we  couldn't  dilate  the  pupil. 

In  your  position  as  dean  of  student 
affairs,  what  changes  have  you  seen  in 
the  student  body? 

The  high  tuition  makes  it  difficult  to 
attract  students  from  middle  income 
families.  The  number  of  applicants  is 
down  partly  due  to  the  financial 
commitment  it  takes  to  enroll.  It's 
true  in  all  educational  programs.  Also 
the  growing  computer  industry  has 
changed,  allowing  students  more 
opportunities. 

Another  factor  is  that  the  baby  boom 
is  over.  At  one  time  many  students 
were  going  to  school  because  of  the 
boom.  The  trend  goes  up  and  down 
in  every  profession.  Now,  it's 
financially  very  difficult  for  a  family 
to  send  a  child  to  a  professional 
health  care  school.  Students  need  all 
the  scholarship  and  loan  help  they 
can  get. 


Have  you  enjoyed  your  forty-one  years 
at  NEWENCO? 

Loved  them!  Every  year.  There  hasn't 

been  a  bad  time  yet.  I  love  it  because

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I  deal  with  younger  people.  I  can 
understand  their  problems.  It  enables 
me  to  see  their  viewpoint  and  I  don't 
believe  I  would  be  able  to  if  I  were  in 
any  other  type  of  employment.  My 
work  has  given  me  a  great  insight  into 
the  problems  that  young  people  have. 
It's  made  me  a  more  caring  person 
and  made  me  aware  of  the  financial 
problems  that  exist  with  all  types  of 
families  because  of  their  children 
going  to  school.  I  just  enjoy  young 
people.  I  enjoy  every  minute  of  my 
job.  I  don't  think  I  would  enjoy 
doing  anything  else.  If  money  were 
the  sole  purpose,  I  wouldn't  be  here! 

Where  has  the  College  been  located 
since  you've  been  here? 

When  I  went  to  school  here,  the 
school  was  located  near  Symphony 
Hall  on  the  corner  of  Gainsboro 
Street  and  Huntington  Avenue,  with 
a  bowling  alley  underneath.  Then  the 
school  moved  to  472  Commonwealth 
Avenue,  where  the  Clinic  and  College 
were  under  one  roof.  Later  the  school 
moved  to  178  Newbury  Street  which 
used  to  be  Boston  University's  Horace 
Mann  School.  In  1969,  we  moved  to 
the  present  location. 


Is  it  advantageous  to  have  the  College 
and  the  clinic  within  one  building? 

It's  important  to  separate  the  clinical 
and  the  educational  aspects.  I  think  a 
clinic  should  just  be  patient-oriented. 
I  don't  think  you  should  have 
didactic  courses  taught  at  a  clinic, 
except  those  courses  that  are  necessary 
for  certain  aspects  of  the  course. 

*  *  * 

Has  each  move  been  an 
improvement?  Is  this  the  best 
location? 

No,  not  the  best;  I  would  have 
preferred  if  we  bought  the  Nazareth 
location  (in  Jamaica  Plain) .  We  would 
have  had  dormitories  and  a  cafeteria 
for  the  students.  But  we  still  wouldn't 
have  had  the  clinic  there,  because  you 
need  to  have  the  clinic  in  a  location 
that's  easily  accessible  for  patients 
without  cars.  The  clinic  would  still 
have  been  in  Boston.  The  Beacon 
Street  location  is  certainly  in  a  good 
spot,  except  it's  not  big  enough. 

Is  the  trend  towards  optometrists 
practicing  in  HMOs  and  commercial 
operations? 

Yes.  Commercialism  in  itself  is  not 


bad  if  it's  done  properly.  One  bad 
thing  about  commercialism  is  that 
some  of  the  establishments  try  to  sell 
glasses  instead  of  selling  services.  They 
don't  allow  optometrists  to  spend 
time  with  a  patient  to  do  what  he  or 
she  would  do  ordinarily.  But,  for  a 
commercial  establishment  to  make 
money,  that's  what  they  have  to  do. 
They've  got  to  see  a  lot  of  people,  do 
it  fast,  and  sell  glasses.  If  optometrists 
would  only  charge  enough  for  the 
services,  they  wouldn't  have  to  worry 
about  selling  the  glasses. 


What  do  you  like  about  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  in 
your  position? 

I  feel  great  when  I  hear  somebody 
succeeds  in  practice  or  succeeds 
anywhere.  I  feel  good  when  I  see  a 
change  in  a  student  from  a  person 
who  doesn't  know  what  he  wants  to 
do,  to  a  mature,  intelligent  human 
being.  I  look  forward  to  the  day  I 
meet  each  student  for  the  initial 
interview,  and  then  I  see  them 
graduate  and  I  say  "I  had  something 
to  do  with  their  life  in  a  direct  way, 
good  or  bad,  most  of  the  time  it's 
good."

*~  r.  Lester  M.  Brackley,  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  has  announced 
the  resignation  of  Dr.  Sylvio  L. 
Dupuis  as  president  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry 
effective  August  9,  1989-  Academic 
Dean  Larry  Clausen,  O.D.,  has  been 
named  president  ad  interim.  Dr. 
Clausen  will  continue  to  serve  as 
academic  dean  through  the  period  of 
the  search  process.  In  making  the 
announcement  of  Dr.  Dupuis' 
resignation,  Dr.  Brackley  expressed  his 
personal  appreciation  and  that  of  the 
New  England  optometric  community 


for  his  leadership  and  dedication  over 
the  past  four  years. 

Dr.  Dupuis  returned  to  Catholic 
Medical  Center  in  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire.  He  will  serve  as  president 
of  the  hospital  he  helped  found  in 
1975.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
presidency  of  the  College  in  March  of 
1985. 

He  is  a  former  two-term  Mayor  of 
Manchester  and  served  on  the  state 
level  as  commissioner  of  health  and 
human  services  under  the  then 
Governor  John  H.  Sununu.  Catholic 


Medical  Center  is  New  Hampshire's 
second  largest  hospital.  The  major 
subsidiary  of  its  corporate  parent  the 
Catholic  Health  Alliance,  it  has  200 
employees  and  an  operating  budget 
of  approximately  100  million  dollars. 
Catholic  Medical  Center  was  formed 
in  1975  by  the  merger  of  Sacred 
Heart  and  Notre  Dame  hospitals. 
Robert  G.  Cholette,  president  of  the 
Alliance,  said  Dupuis  "will  be 
responsible  for  the  overall 
management  of  the  medical  center." 
He  said,  "Dupuis  possesses  the

^Jtatistics  have  been  compiled  by 
the  1989  Admissions  Committee, 
according  to  Arnold  Katz,  O.D., 
committee  chairman.

I  he  Office  of  Institutional 
Advancement  sponsored  its  first 
"Estate  Planning  for  Optometrists" 
seminar  on  September  27  and 
September  28  (the  same  program  was 
presented  on  both  evenings).  The 
seminar  was  tailored  to  the  financial 
concerns  of  optometrists  and  covered 
estate  planning  concepts,  ways  to 
transfer  assets,  federal  and  state  estate 
taxes,  the  use  of  trusts,  planning  for 
retirement,  and  the  charitable  aspects 
of  estate  planning. 

Terry  D.  Mayo,  a  nationally  known 
estate  planning  counselor,  conducted 
the  informal  seminars.  He  is  known 
for  his  clear,  concise  and  informative 
presentation. 

NEWENCO  has  embarked  on  an 
aggressive  planned  giving  program, 
with  the  knowledge  that  if  a  fund- 
raising  campaign  relies  solely  on 
obtaining  immediate  gifts, 
NEWENCO  may  be  in  for  a  long, 
uphill  run.  Many  donors  simply 
cannot  make  major  outright  gifts. 
Without  a  planned  giving 
component,  NEWENCO 's  campaign 
will  take  longer  than  it  would 
otherwise;  the  size  of  the  gifts  will  be 
smaller;  fewer  people  will  be  able  to 
participate;  and  the  College  will  have 
lost  a  major  opportunity  to  educate  its 
constituency  about  creative  gift 
planning.
